MANCHESTER SYNAGOGUES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sik,—Some lengthy accounts have appeared in your columns for the 
last two weeks respecting the formation of a synagogue in the southern 
part of Manchester, and the reason for this step has been put forward, 
viz., the distance of the now existing synagogue in Cheetham Hill from 
the residents of the southern locality. | 

Now, without wishing for one momeut to disparage the project, 
which is a bona fide one, and has some warm supporters, allow me to 
point out some reasons why the existence of more than a temporary 
building for the purposes of occasional worship in that locality is un- 
advisable and, in my idea, impracticable. 


There are already two synagogues in Cheetham Hill, the Orthodox | 


German and the Reform; of the former'the Rev. Dr. Isaacs is the 
ecclesiastical chief, of the latter the Rev. Dr. Gottheil. I only mention 
these facts and the names of these excellent ministers, to show that for a 
limited Jewish population such as ours there is already ample spiritual 
provision. | 

Besides these two existing synagogues, another, in which many 
gentlemen here, 4nd influential coreligionists in London, both German 
and Portuguese, have interested themselves, is about to be erected, the 
grouud having been already purchased, and a large proportion of the 
necessary funds subscribed; the list including Sir Moses Montefiore, 
Messrs. Rothschild, Messrs. David Sassoon and Co., and others, besides 
some very handsome subscriptions from intending members here. [his 
will be a Sephardim Congregation, under the jurisdiction of the 
Sephardim Synagogue in London, of which the Rev. Dr. Artom is 
ecclesiastical chief.

as ‘Union is Strength,” a movement which would tend to the dis- 
ruption of existing synagogues would be very reprehensible and un- 


worthy of public support, the reason for the step not being adequate to 


the action taken. | | 

I appreciate religious zeal, whatever shape it takes, sincerely and with 
sufficient cause; this is one thing, and the splitting up of existing com- 
munities for the sake of forming into small cliques with small synagogues 
near their own doors, so that they may have “ religion made easy,” is 
another; and would, if generally carried out, destroy our uniting 
beneficially in important congregations, and make us more than over 
“a scattered nation.”’

JERUSALEM WATER SUPPLY. 
The following letter appeared in the Times of last week :~— 
Your quotation in The Times of Tuesday of a letter written to 
the Levant Herald by M. Littré gives me the opportunity, with your per. 
mission, of again addressing you on the interesting subject of the Jerusalem 


water supply, to which I referred in a letteryou permitted to appear in The 
Times of the 16th February last. The question has engaged my attention 


| since my visit to the Holy City in November, and it is only those who have 
“yisited the place who can fully appreciate the painful state of things induced 


by a scarcity of water. The sanitary condition of the city must, indeed. be 
at a low ebb when its 20,000 inhabitants have to depend for this necessity 
of life during the greater part of the year on what has been collected in 
tanks in the short rainy season, which in general bave not been cleaned ont 
for years, and on the brackish and unwholesome water from the few wells 
below the city walls, which, more or less, are the receptacles of the partially 
filtered drainage of the city. The Pools of Siloam, the Virgin, and the 
Fountain of Enrogal itself, although deep and seemingly pure, are in this 
latter category, and the tank water contains worms and living organisms 
so that it may well be conceded thata supply by such means is merely an 
agent, in combination with scanty food, a debilitating heat, and much dirt, 
to induce and encourage disease. A good supply of water, therefore, is a 
public want, and I do not hesitate to say that, were this desideratum to be 
brought about, it would be the commencement of a truly beneficial deli- 
verance of Jerusalem, worthier of western encouragement than a dozen 


blossom into life. With ‘water flowing at the street corners into the 
houses, the synagogues, the churches and the mosques, a work would be 
accomplished creditable fo civilization, religion and humanity. The Turks

RELIGIOUS MATTERS. 

The community has reason to rejoice at the remarkable Vitality 
manifested by the establishment of numerous synagogues during the 
year. ‘Never, perhaps, since the settlement of our brethren in this 
country, has there been such an energetic movement in respect of the 
foundation of places of worship. So numerous have been these foundations 
that we can only glance at them rapidly. In the metropolis, a new syna- 
gogue has been opened in Scarborough Street, Tenter Ground, for the 
accommodation of an ancient congregation which heretofore met fo, 
purposes of worship in Gun Yard, Houndsditch, and which dates its foun. 


| dation as far back as the last decade of the last century. Inthe Provinces, 


Sheffield has completed its new synagogue and school-room with maryel- 
lous energy. very effort was made to ensure success; and if Sheffield 
cannot command it, at least, like Sempronias, it deserves it. The Dedi. 
cation was conducted in a spirited manner. The Curer Rapgsi attended 
and delivered one of his soul-inspiring tdiscourses; and Mr, Mompacy 
brought a selected choir with him to charm the senses and rouse the heartg 
of the worshippers. West Hartiepool Synagogue would have been dedj- 
cated by this time had not the strike of workmen interfered with the 


|} completion of the building. This is really to be regretted, for the pro- 


moters of the movement have shown energy in carrying out their gacred 
object. West Hartlepool is an important commercial port on the East 
Coast of England, and it is advisable to encourage Jewish immigration to 
that borough if the Jewish immigrants are not afraid to work. Brighton 
proposes to build a new synagogue sufficiently large to accommodate the 
numerous worshippers—not Brightonians properly so called, but London 
and provincial visitors who flock to Brighton now even more thickly than 
they did in their | 
“ Hot youth when George the Fourth was king.”’’ 


Manchester is making great efforts to establish two synagogues, If it 
succeed in founding one of these two—namely, the Sephardim Synagogue 
—it will be an episode worthy of note in Anglo Jewish history. 
Hitherto there has been but one principal synagogue of Jews following the 
Sephardim minhag—that in Bevis Marks.. The numerous Portuguese 
Jewish residents of Manchester are mainly of Levantine origin, and have 
been attracted thither by reason of its commercial and industrial position. 
It is to be hoped that the London Sephardim congregation will gladly avail 
itself of this opportunity to establish a provincial synagogue ; and that the 
new congregation, if established, will be intimately connected with the parent 
synagogue in Bevis Marks. South Manchester is also engaged in esta- 
blishing a new congregation, the old synagogue in Cheetham Hill being 
distant from a large colony of Jews in the southern district of the great 
Cottonopolis. Liverpool is also considering the propriety of building a 
new synagogue, the old Seel Street synagogue being too small for the 
worshippers. Belfast Synagogue, erected by a private gentleman, Mr. 
JA¥rE, was dedicated just at the close of last year. Hanley, an im- 
portant centre of trade in the Staffordshire Potteries, also projects the 
foundation of a synagogue. As numerous Jewish families flock to Mar- 
gate during the summer and autumn, it is not surprising that 1t was con- 
templated to establish a synagogue in this celebrated resort of the citizens 
of London; but the project was not supported, and we believe it has been 
abandoned. The synagogue of Sir Moses Monreriore at Ramsgate, 
however, is about three miles and a half distant from Margate; also during 
previous holydays service has beeu held at Mr. Newron’s Boarding 
House at Margate. An idea of erecting a new synagoguo at Dublin

EDUCATIONAL MATTERS, 


The question as to the relative advantages of a secular and a religious 
system of national education has occupied considerable attention during the 


year; and perhaps there never has yet arisen a question more delicate or 
more difficult. Certainly there is no question ‘that involves such serivus — 


consequences, for it rises from the domain of politics ; it even passes beyond 


the bonds of the present; it affects not only the happiness, prosperity, 


and peace of a nation and of the individuals composing a nation; but it 


concerns the welfare of individuals in a world unknown to us—a world other | 


than that in which they now ‘ move and live and have their being.” The 
question was brought to a partial issue in the House of Commons this year, 
on amotion of Mr. Canpiisu, and it may be noticed that all the Jewish 


members who voted gave their suffrages in favour of a secular or unde- 


nominational system of education. We presume that the grounds for this 
vote may have been such as those which were put forth by Serjeant 
Simon at the distribution of Prizes of the Sephardim Schools, and 
which actuated him in. the course which he adopted—viz., that 
in a country in which there are so many forms of religious denomination, a 
national system of education which must include pupils of all denomins- 
tions must exclude religious instruction, For our part, we have unhesi- 
tatingly expressed our ‘opinion in these columns that religion cannot be 
divorced from education among the children of the poor; and the case of 
the Jews is exceptional. With them, religious instruction is vital, essential, 
all important. It should be no mere incident of education—no “ branch ” 
to be taught to school children at intervals few and far between, in spare 
half-hours when they. are wearied with their ordinary schoolwork. For them 
it should permeate the atmasphere of education. Their case also is excep- 
tional on account of the vital difference between Judaism and every or any 
form of Christianity, so that while there are many religious matters that 


can be taught in common to Protestants and Catholics, Dissenters and 


Churchmen, Unitarians and Trinitarians, there is no religious matter 
that can be taught in common to Jews and Christians —not even morality, 
for the ethics of the two religions differ. But this is not the place to re- 
open a discussion on a point on which we have at other times expressed 
ourselves freely. We rejoice to find our Jewish schools flourishing. 
The increased attendance at this year’s distribution of prizes at the Jews’ 
Free School is encouraging. During the year anew school building has 
been erected at Stepney, and this event and the support which the movement 
for its erection has received are extremely gratifying. The want of such a 


school has long been manifest; and the consummation of the anxious — 
desire of the committee to meet that want cannot fail to secure the sympathy 


of all true friends of Anglo-Jewish education. Two new school rooms have 
been added to the Jews’ Infant School in Commercial-street, which is 
prosperous, as are, indeed, all our communal schools, including the junior 


department or School of Jews’ College. The young men and youths of our 


institutions have not however distinguished themselves in academical and 
scholastic honours as much this year as hitherto. This year the first Jew 
obtained a degree at Oxford, under the University Tests Act (Dr. SackviLLE 
Davis). By the death of a lady named Arta a large bequest became 


available for the foundation of a College for the training of Jews as 


Ministers, according to the will of her late husband; but this bequest is 
hampered with the unfortunate—and we must add impracticable —condition 
of the establishment of the College in a provincial town and for the benefit 
of students born in a special locality, It is to be hoped that the trustees of 
the bequest will have the courage to apply to the Court of Chancery for

| LITERARY MATTERS. 


Our brethren and sisters have been very active inthe domain of litera- 


ture. Dr. Kaniscu has issued a Critical and Historical Commentary on 


Leviticus, which though it is undoubtedly a testimony of the great erudition 
and distinguished talents of the writer, adopts views from which we differ 
toto coelo, and arguments which we believe are not sustainable.

CHARITABLE MATTERS. 


We regret that we cannot note any special feature of progress in 
respect of our charitable institutions, but they continue to carry out their 
respective functions with vigour and earnestness. The Board of Guardiang 
is pursuing its gigantic work with zeal, and it has this year made a step 
towards an amelioration of charitable organization. The bold action it has 
taken on the subject of Emigration will, we hope, be successful. Improve- 
ments have been introduced into the administration of the Board, the effect 
of which can scarcely yet be estimated. The former head master of the Jews’ 
Deaf and Dumb Home has resigned in order to manage a general deaf and 
dumb school on the * lip” system, and he has been succeeded by a gentleman 
of Vienna.

The 
Board of Deputies has not confined its action to this one subject, into which 
it pursued its investigations thoroughly, by the aid of its sensible and ener- 
getic Secretary, Mr. Lewis Emanvet. The Board interested itself heartily 
in the effort to obtain and remit subscriptions for the unhappy sufferers by

The Anglo-Jewish Association—an institution formed in 
the preceding year under the presidency of Mr. Jacos Watry—has become 
strengthened by the formation of branches in the important centres of 
Birmingham, Liverpool, and Manchester, and is likely to have a strong 
ramification in Australia. It is taking the place formerly occupied by the 
Universal Israelitish Alliance of Paris, which was so detrimentally affected 
The Association 
has organized itself with assiduity, and it has held its first annual meeting 
and published its first report. It has applied its attention to the condition 
of Education in the East, and it has issued a valuable report on the subject. 
Its Council contains many leading names. It has recently appointed a 
secretary, and it has a “si¢ge” in London. Its most valuable achieve- 
ment during the year was the initiation and promotion of the Roumaniain 
Committee. That Committee may not have served its intended purpose, 
as influencing or elarming public opinion in Roumania, or as induc- 


Ing our Government to apply new and vigorous measures for the pro- 
tection of our-oppressed brethren in the Danubian Principality—yet it had — 


certainly the effect of showing the high estimation in which the Jews 
are held by their fellow citizens, and the sympathy with suffering which is a 
mainspring of the English character. The meeting at the Mansion Honse 
was very numerously attended ~nay, it was crowded; and it was an espe- 
cially enthusiastic meeting. An Earl of ancient lineage, a Prelate of the 
Church of England, were the leaders whose eloquence marked the occasion; 


and it was clear that English sympathy with the cause of freedom, outraged 


in Roumania by fanatic oppression and jealous rage, would be always main- 
tained and vindicated by the honest voice of British public opinion. 
During the year a movement was set on foot at Birmingham, having for 
its object to counteract the insidious efforts of the Conversionists. The 
movement sprung from a public disputation held in the borough on the 
relative merits of Judaism and Christianity; the result of which was 
the argumentative triumph of the champion of our faith. The Anti- 
Conversionist League which it was sought to establish under the pre- 


sidency of Mr. Lovis Srerx, the Jewish advocate in the discussion, dil 


not find favour in communal eyes, as it was considered that instead of 
it being an organized defence of Judaism, it was unavoidably merging into 
an organized attack on Christianity—than which nothing can be more 
distasteful and unnecessary. Doubtless, however, the bold steps taken by 
this journal in resisting the machinations, exposing the deceit, and
